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1. DEPARTMENT DOES NOT BELIEVE THAT MEETING WITH CHADIAN 
PRESIDENT MALLOUM WOULD BE USEPUL AT THIS TIME. HIGH LEVEL 
MEETINGS WITH GOC OPPICIALS IN THE PAST HAVE INVARIABLY 
RESULTED IN RAISING CHADIAN EXPECTATIONS ABOUT WHAT U.S. 

COULD DO FOR CHAD. WHILE WE WISH TO BE HELPFUL TO CHADIANS 
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ON DIPLOMATIC OVERTURES ESPECIALLY THROUGH THE OAU, CHAD'S 
REQUEST POR U.S. MILITARY ASSISTANCE IS DEAD ISSUE. REF A 
WHICH CONVEYED THIS DECISION TO THE CHADIANS IS BEING 
REPEATED FOR YOUR INFORMATION. 

2. GIVEN THE URGENCY BONGO APPARENTLY ATTACHES TO A 
RESPONSE PROM CARTER ON HIS CHADIAN APPEAL, YOU SHOULD 
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DELIVER TEXT OE LETTER (REE C) ASAP. EOLLOWING SUPPLE- 
MENTAL TALKING POINTS MAY BE USED IN YOUR MEETING WITH 
BONGO. IF BONGO PERSISTS IN EFEORTS TO ARRANGE MEETING 
WITH MALLOUM, THEY MAY BE USED AS GUIDANCE EOR THAT MEETING 
ALSO. 

3. WE ARE VERY CONCERNED ABOUT THE SITUATION IN CHAD. IT 
IS CLEAR THAT RECENT REBEL SUCCESSES COULD NOT HAVE BEEN 
POSSIBLE WITHOUT SUBSTANTIAL LIBYAN SUPPORT. 

4. U.S. MILITARY GRANT ASSISTANCE IS NOT POSSIBLE BECAUSE 
IT WOULD BE UNACCEPTABLE TO THE U.S. CONGRESS. HOWEVER, 

CHAD WAS MADE ELIGIBLE EOR EMS LAST SEPTEMBER, AND COULD 
TAKE ADVANTAGE OE A SALES PROGRAM IF IT COULD FIND 
FINANCING. WE REGRET THAT CHAD HAS NOT BEEN ABLE TO FIND 
OTHER COUNTRIES WILLING TO TRANSFER U.S.-ORIGIN EQUIPMENT 

TO CHAD. WE WOULD AGREE TO REASONABLE REQUESTS TO TRANSFER 
SUCH EQUIPMENT, IF CHAD COULD LOCATE A THIRD-COUNTRY DONOR. 

5. THE SITUATION CALLS EOR A NEGOTIATED SOLUTION, EITHER 
INTERNALLY, BILATERALLY, THROUGH THE OAU OR THROUGH THE 
UN SECURITY COUNCIL. IE CHAD DECIDES TO WORK THROUGH 
THE OAU OR UNSC, IT IS IMPORTANT THAT CHAD GARNER 
SYMPATHETIC AFRICAN SUPPORT. (FYI. CHAD WAS UNABLE TO 
MUSTER SIGNIEICANT AERICAN SUPPORT WHEN IT PRESENTED ITS 
CASE TO THE UN SECURITY COUNCIL LAST EEBRUARY.) 
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6. LIBYA MAY ATTEMPT TO TAKE ADVANTAGE OE CHAD'S WEAK 
MILITARY POSITION TO PROMOTE ITS CLAIMS ON CHADIAN TERRI- 
TORY. WE BELIEVE THAT ANY BILATERAL SOLUTION BETWEEN 

THE TWO COUNTRIES OUTSIDE OF THE OAU ERAMEWORK WOULD END 
BADLY EOR CHAD. WE ENCOURAGE A REACTIVATION OF THE OAU 
COMMITTEE OF EXPERTS WHICH WAS CREATED LAST YEAR TO DEAL 
WITH THE CHAD-LIBYA BORDER QUESTION. 

7. WE SUPPORT THE SEARCH EOR NEGOTIATED SOLUTIONS AND, IN 
PARTICULAR, THE CHADIAN GOVERNMENT'S POLICY OP RECONCILIA- 
TION WITH THE REBELS. 

8. ONLY IP ASKED: THE U.S. WILL NOT AGREE TO REPLACE IN 

GABONESE INVENTORY ANY EQUIPMENT TRANSFERRED TO CHAD. CHRISTOPHER
